ON THE SAND LOBS. 

Row Between O'Donncll, AV«>1s- 
ninii and Others-- Demou- 
striWioti. 

San Francisco, Dec. lit).— Over 4,000 
people were at the Sand Lota this after- 
noon to hear tho resignation nf O'Don- 
nell, president of the anti Coolie league, 
which was demanded by Weisman, Worm- 
blo and others, followers, who accused 
O'Donnell with traitorous conduct in 
causing the recent arrests. Henry Wuis- 
man, one of tfle associate orators, was on 
the ataud with O'Donnell, both display- 
ing the 'American flag. O'Donnell in- 
dulged in his usual sand lot harangue, 
denying that he sold out, and Beaming 
Weistnan and others of having sold out 
to the democrats. This was hotly denied 
by Weiaman and Cunningham, who de- 
clared if so they would have money tmw, 
wheroas they were not even able to rent 
a great hall. 

It was plain at the outset that the sym- 
pathies of the crowd were with Weisman 
BgainBt O'Donnoll. Weistnan chained 
the press with misrepresenting. He said 
he merely employed a certain party to ex- 
periment with a weapon, which, when 
finished, he intended to patent. He re-- 
pudiated the statements that he was a so- 
cialist, nihilist or communist; he was 
merely anti-Chinese. He repudiated, 
also, the congratulations of Schwab and 
Most, which were tolegraphed from Iv-w 
York. Ho nevor was a socialist, but a 
follower of Henry George. 

The polico wore heavily reinforced, all 
were armed and had an extra quantity of 
cartridges stored at headquarters yester- 
day from tho armory. 

J. A. Womble, attired in the red garb 
of the commune, with hilt und revolver 
bolt, made an inflammatory speech. He 
advised everybody to get armed, and said 
the Chinese question will be settled in the 
next two months, and they might just as 
well get ready. 

Others spoke in the same vein. O'Don- 
nell, in consequence, stepped down and 
left amidst groans and epithets. Fists 
were displayed and taunts indulged in. 

Finally, the meeting formed in pro- 
cession and marched to tlie Irish- American 
hall. After announcing that a meeting 
would bo held to elect a president on 
Thursday night and to appoint a com- 
mit tee to see the board of supervisors, 
tho crowd dispersed. 

On one of tho banners were the words: 
"Nothing but thieves and blacklegs are 
afraid of arms." On another: "liewaro 
of all traitors; God never forgives them." 

The police were all day apprehensive of 
riot, and very early this morning made 
preparations, but luckily there was none. 

Four men were arrested for misde- 
meanors. These all but one attacked 
Weisman with stones. Oihers were loud 
and blatant. ' While in custody one was 
found with a revolver on his person, 
loaded, and another with an empty re- 
volver and a stock of cartridges. Another 
had a pocket full of rocks.

YESTERDAY'S^) IS PATCHES. 

COLORADO. 
Silverton, Col., Dec. 26.— The bodies 
of Burke Hovey and J. M. Scales, the 
two miners imprisoned in the Prodigal 
Son mine in San Juan county yeetorday 
by a snow Blide, were found late last night 
at tho bottom of the shaft dead. Both 
were packed in snow as in a mold. Hovey 
was found standing six feet from tho bot- 
tom, about a piece of timber. Scales was 
standing at tho bottom of tho shaft with 
a candle in his left hand and his right 
over Ii ta eyes shading thorn and looking 
up aa though to see what was coming 
down tho mine. From appearances death 
was instantaneous. Scales was from Or- 
ange, Texas, and Hovey from Woodstock, 
N. B. 

WASHINGTON' TERRITORY. 
Olympia, Dec. 23. — Tho grand jury 
brought in indictments against J. H 
Munson, for malfeasance in office; N. 
Mclrving, for larceny, and George Lam- 
men for seduction. This morning tho two 
former cases wero dismissed on demurrer, 
and in the last mentioned case Mr. Lam- 
mon married the young woman, and thuB 
all these cases were rapidly disposed of. 

WALES. 
London, Dec. '2-4 — A dispatch from 
Ponty-Pridd, Wales, this morning, says 
75 corpses havo been recovered from 
Ferndalo pit, where the explosion oc- 
curred yesterday. It is feared others are 
buried in the debris. The scenes in tho 
vicinity of the mines are pitiful. At day- 
break this morning a fresh body of volun- 
teers began exploring the pit and are 
working manfully in attempts to discover 
tho bodies. 

GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Dec. 24 — The foreign oflico 
has notified Pendletor, American minis- 
tor, that it is intended to expel German- 
Americans residing at Schlesswig, who 
emigrated to the United States beforo be- 
coming liable to military service and re- 
turned ufter being naturalized. The ro- 
cent order of expulsion of other German- 
Americans remains suspended. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Nnw York, Dec. 24.— The City of Para 
brings home the crewB ot live vessels, 
wrecked in tho harbor of Aspinwall dur- 
ing tho storm of Dec. 2d. 

Louisville's Triumph Over the 
Ciiiui biers. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 9 — The final 
disruption of the most desperate gamb- 
ling ring that a decent community has 
ever fought, was accomplished this morn- 
ing in the Jefferson circuit court. For 
forty years gambling was moro brazenly 
and more extensively carried on in Louis- 
ville than in any city in the United 
States. The town grew to be a sort of a 
refuge for all of tho gamblers who were 
driven out of other cities. List spring 
twonty-fivo public gambling houses were 
in operation in tho heart of the city 
with the thorough knowledge and 
consent of tho authorities. Two 
gambling houses were in operation 
upon property controlled by the chief of 
police. Two newspapers opened bitter war, 
but tho authorities would do nothing. 
Finally, the Law and Order Club was or- 
ganized, and detectives wero hired to 
como hero from Chicago and Cincinnati 
to swear out Boarch warrants against tho 
gamblers. In this way tlio evil was tem- 
porarily stopped, bat the gamblers fought 
stubbornly, and it was only after niRtiy 
months that they wore finally weeded out. 
Even then they fought desporatoly in tho 
courtB, many of them being supplied 
with funds from New York and Chicago 
gamblers. 

Tho chief of tho lot is J. R. Watts, pro- 
prietor of the Palais Royal gambling 
house and a member of the city council, 
boing the chairman of the committee on 
financo of that body. Watts advised the 
others what to do through the fight. Yes- 
terday he advised thein to run up the 
white flag; they did it to day in the cir- 
cuit court all who wero on trial pleading 
guilty and begging for quarter, with tho 
promise that they would turn at once to 
honest employment if civen a chance. In 
sixteen cases the usual fino of $500 was 
imposed, with thirty days' imprisonment. 
Seventeen casos are held in torrorein. 
Twenty lines, amounting to §12,000 were 
confessed, and tho gamblers were allowed 
the right to pay, each of his pro rata, at 
the rate of §500 a v/ek.— Special to Chi- 
caiju Tribune. 



Determined Suicide. 

Middletown (N. Y.), Deo. 17 — Mrs. 
Yseult Dudley, who attempted to kill 
O'Donovan Rossa, is sorely trying the pa- 
tience and kindness of the authorities of 
the M'ddletown lusano Asylum. Since 
she learned that' her counsel was unable 
to havo her released from the asylum, 
Bho has been determined on suicide. She 
triod to contract a euld by sitting in 
draughts or by open windows, in violent 
weather, with the avowed hopo that it 
would bring on a fatal illness. She hnB 
tried othor ways to shorton her lifo, but 
has boon dotected and ia under constant 
watch. She has had six. epileptic fits. 
"Would you kill O'Donovan Rossa if you 
were released/" she was recently aBked. 
"I might and I might not," she replied. 

Utah. 

Salt Lake, Doc. 21.— Tho clergy of 
this city to-day had a meeting and adopted 
tho following to go to tho country: "Tho 
grand jury unearthed a conspiracy on the 
part of Mormon officials to blacken the 
character of public men. An attack on 
Christian ministers has begun. Wo warn 
tho eastern public againBt those slander- 
ous reports, emanating from Mormon 
sources."

OEBISTMAS, 

Anomaly though it may be, it in at onco a 
solemn ami a pleasurable task to record the 
return of Christmas-tide. As the light of 
Christmas day dawns upon the many Chris- 
tian nations of the earth it brings to them 
the glad tidings— the old, old story, so often 
told, yet coming again each year with a 
freshness and welcome that no repetition 
can mar— that "Unto Us a Child is Born; 
Unto Us a Son is Given." The church 
hells ring the glorious nows. To the young 
they Round with a meaning of festivity and 
rejoicing, reminding them- did they need 
the reminder— that their holidays are here, 
and as they wend their way to church, and, 
moro than possibly during the service, their 
minds involuntarily turn to the turkey and 
plum-pudding awaiting their return, to the 
parties they will attend, the frolic, the fun 
and tho enjoyment they will have; and it is 
well that it should he so. Not unalloyed, 
however, is the season oven to these. Mas- 
ter Tommy has a pair of new skates and is 
angry because the weather will not permit 
him to risk breaking his ueek upon them; 
while Miss Susan cannot unite forgive her 
bosom schoolmate for having received more 
Christmas cards than herself. Her elder 
brother, too, who has commenced to shave 
the down from his face, determines to keep 
his heart out of his boots, where ic sank 
last year when ho saw his secret flame under 
the mistletoe, and resolves to brace up this 
time. Nor are the parties and the turkey 
and the pudding altogether absent from tho 
thoughts of paterfamilias. He knows that 
these tasteful decorations in the store have 
to be paid for, and as ho gathers up 
the goods he has just purchased at cost 
price he dismisses the unworthy thought 
that crosses his mind that ho is paying his 
share for the decorations. Rut ho thinks of 
the joyful and happy faces which will greet 
him on his return home, and would not 
have it otherwise; for he has tho conso- 
lation that it is Christmas, and that it comes 
bat once a year — which he finds a greater 
consolation than ever. But apart from tho 
festivities of tho season and that something 
ifar more important than its outward 
observance) which tho recurrence of tho 
period brings directly before us, cornea 
the Bharper knowledge of tho flight of 
time. It has this effect upon oven the 
most thoughtless among us. Tho presence 
of this Christinas irresistibly suggests that 
of previous ones. Thore arises a mental 
comparison; with what rosult each indi- 
vidual himself beat knows. Those whoso 
lives are fresh, whose characters are un- 
tried, and to whom this Christmas brings 
nothing but tho longing for realization of 
youthful hopes and juyous anticipations, 
are happy indeed; but thrice happy shall 
be their future, should they this day strive 
to keep their moral natures fresh while 
treading tho path before them, and earn- 
estly resolve that tho return of each 
Christinas day shall bring them no regrets 
for which they aro responsible. To those 
who have regrets— to whom this Beason 
brings them ho,mo moro vividly — we 
would say whiie preaching no cold phil- 
osophy, banish them for this day at least; 
bo merry with the season and let the o.x- 
perionco of the past serve as the lesson 
for the future; looking forward with hope, 
that bright star whose heavenly counter- 
part is faith, which has cheered many a 
heavy heart, relieved many a mental bur- 
den, and lightened tho too frequently 
rugged road of life. Nor should it be foi- 
gotten that the heavonly trinity who will 
bo worshipped to-day possess an earthly 
representative in the human qualities of 
Faith, Hope and Charity. Faith in a 
living future as oternal as time or space; 
Hope for worldly prosperity and happi- 
ness; and Charity towards all ; and the 
greatest of all these, as tho apostle has 
said, is Charity. This day more than any 
should this virtue be called forth. It is 
not to every family in this or any land 
that ChriBtmaa means what it should — a 
season of rejoicing. 8ome there are to 
whom it is but as a hollow sound — a mock- 
ery; to whom it brings no change, and is 
markod only as a re-entry upon 
another year of struggle and 
Borrow. That this cannot be totally 
averted is true; but that it can be par- 
tially relieved, wo know; and it is within 
tho power of all to lighten some load, if 
not by money, perhaps by a kind action, 
or by saying a fow kind words The past 
year, speaking generally, has not been a 
prosperous one. Over the civilized world 
is passing a wave of trade depression 
whoso effects have been sadly noticeable. 
Throughout Great Britain and Ireland, 
especially in the latter country, thore has 
been want and even positive distress 
among tho working classes; while in the 
eastern states, likewise, excessive compe- 
tition is producing similar results. There, 
then, it is reasonable to suppose that 
Christmas in many families will not be so 
merry as it might have been; but if they 
cannot review the past year joyfully they 
can look forward to the coming ono with 
that hope of which no adversity is able, 
should they bo will, to deprive them. 
This may :>eom holbw comfort, perhaps, 
but it is the best philosophy. It is better 
to look at the bright si.de of things, and 
better above all to do so on this day. By 
doing so we are enabled to see that hero 
in Victoria to tho majority the season 
means good cheer; that few homos there 
are but will bo the brighter and happier 
in celebrating the sacred day of rejoicing, 
and few but who, in greeting those near 
and dear to them, and friends and ac- 
quaintances, but will do so in that same 
spirit of heartiness with which we wish 
ono and all a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year. 

G EMM AM Y AND AMERICA. 

The annual report of Jacob Mueller, 
United States consul-general at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, Germany, has been received 
at the state department. He calls atten- 
tion to the reactionary tendencies prevail- 
ing in that country on industrial and com- 
mercial relations with tho United States, 
which ho says explains tho ill-will of 
official and ruling powers against the 
United States, They droad, ho says,. 
■American hogs and wheat, and American 
imports generally, but still moro the im- 
portation of American idoas. Wot only 
is a tendency to retrogression noticeable, 
he says, in the political, economic and re- 
ligious spheres of life, but' barriers exist- 
ing between mankind are also fostered 
and multiplied to such an extent that tho 
spirit of caste is again^becoming .promi- 
nent, and the feudal system resurrected. 
He alludes to theao tendencies as 
the principal reason for prevailing 
'anti-Amoricanif.m, and in ordor that 
tho United States government rnay|bo 
prepared not to anticipate from officials of 
Germany or Austria, hostilo as they are 
to American liberty and prosperity, any 
gratuitous accessions. The consul re- 
ports that tho doprcased Jitato of trade 



and industry in Germany continued dur- 
ing the past year, and the new tariff sys- 
tem has proved a failure. Ho declares 
that the value of exports from Germany 
to tho United States during 1884 decreas- 
ed §0,881,075, as compared with the pre- 
vious your. Tho principal decrease was in 
china and porcelain ware, hat bands and 
ribbons, hides and skiii3, linens, silks and 
dress goods, jewelry, etc. There was an 
increase in exports of drugs and chemi- 
cals, wines and liquors, iron and steel, 
guards, hair, glass, plate, otc. Im- 
ports from tho United States aro 
oontined to agricultural, mineral, 
and vegetable products. Emigration from 
Germany to tho United States has fallen 
off 40 per cent, during the first nine 
months of 1885. There is a strong fool- 
ing of antipathy towards the United States 
in the matter of emigratio i, and avery ef- 
fort is resorted to in order to discourage 
it. Great importations of foreign wheat 
has caused a demand for higher duties, 
which would amount practically to prohi- 
bition. In conclusion Colonel Mueller 
says that the present strife of nations for 
industrial and commercial supremacy sug- 
gests an American policy of free ships, of 
industries untrammeled by burdensome 
taxoa, and of vigorous protection of Ameri- 
cans abroad. 

Postoflice. 

To Tim Editoh:— Although increased 
amount of business has made it hard 
work for the clerks to moot demands, it 
has apparently not interfered with the 
discharge of duty. Speaking from my 
own exporionco and 1 am daily calling for 
letters, I have always found them most 
exemplary for attention and civility. 
Now, as there is always a readiness to 
find fault at any dereliction of duty, 
surely it is but right to ;;ive praise when 
due, as these lads are but indifferently 
remunerated. Those having letter boxes 
would do well to imitate the custom of the 
old country, whore the postman invaria- 
bly gets a Christmas box, and leave? a 
complimentary present with some one, say 
the postmaster, for general distribution 
amongst the'.hard-worked employes.

Eastern Canada [flail. 

"(Per Northern Pacific Hailwav.1 
Lonijon, Doc. 17. — Considerable com- 
motion has been created m socjal circles 
in and around St. Johns by tho elope- 
ment of Warren .Jenkins, son of Thus. 
Jenkins, of tho 5th concession, with Kate 
Fraloigh, daughter of Thos. Fraleigh, of 
the 7th concession. Warren had assisted 
his father at butchering, and was seldom 
from home any great length of time. Fori 
somo time past he had been a frequent 
visitor at the house of Thos. Fraleigh, 
and had spent considerable time with 
Kato, tho latter, however, being so young 
no notice was taken of tho intimacy of 
tho pair. Wednesday afternoon they were 
missed, and since that time both fathers 
havo boon searching in vain for some 
trace of tho youthful pair. 

Cai.uaky, Dec. 1G. — Tho excitement 
still continues in civic and legal circles 
over the vagaries of Stipendiary Magis- 
trate Davis. When tho district court met 
yesterday ho delivered a lengthy and vio- 
lent harangue, reviewing the recent events 
in the town, and attempting to justify his 
severe sontencos; denouncing the action 
of tho town council as infamous; attack- 
ing Bleocker and Davis, barristers; charg- 
ing the witnesses for the defence in tho 
Clark case with perjury, and insinuating 
that they were advised by counsel for the 
defence; and announcing his intention to 
pursue the course ho had commenced 
though tho heavens should fall. He 
wound up by depriving Mr. K. 1*. Davis 
of the right to practice before him in any 
part of the territories for two years for 
advertising himself as a barrister before 
he had been regularly admitted to the 
bar. 

Hamilton, Dec. 17. — The preliminary 
hearing in the libel case of W. II. Flowe, 
manager of the Palladium of Labor, re- 
sulted in the magistrate committing Howe 
for trial, accepting §400 for his appear- 
ance at the assizes. 

Toronto, Dec. 17. — While Willie 
Crook, an east-end youth, was skating on 
the Don to-day he was sot upon by four 
boys of his own age, garroted and robbed 
of a small sum of money and his skates, 
the youthful highwaymen throwing him 
down and sitting on him whili they re- 
moved them from his foot. The thieves 
will probably be arrested.

CABLE NEWS. 



IRELAND. 

Cor.K, Dec. 24. — The Cork Steam 
Packet Co., which has boon boycotted by 
the nationalist cattle dealors for aevoral 
weeks, has at last made concession to tho 
cattlemen. The company agrees not to 
carry cattle that has boon seized for non- 
payment or has been raised on farms from 
which tenants have been evicted. Tho 
company also agrees to take tho unexpired 
charters of steamers hired by tho cattle- 
men association, and to pay the dealers 
for losses sustained by them, amounting 
to several thousand pounds, since the 
commencement of the boycotting. The 
nationalists aro naturally greatly elated 
over tho victory. 

Representatives of the Steam Packet 
Co. and tho cattle dealers association met 
to-day to consider tho concessions pro- 
posed by the steamship company yester- 
day. Tho conference progressed amicably 
until the last moment, when a quarrel 
arose and representatives refused to sign 
the agreement, In consequonce, tho 
cattle dealors havo decided to continue 
to boycott tho company. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Dec. 24 — The chanibor of 
deputies has adopted the Tonquin credit 
by a vote of 274 to 270. It is rumored 
that owing to tho closenoas of the vote 
tho cabinet has resigned. 

Before a vote was taken General Oamp- 
enon, minister of war, spoke in opposi- 
tion to tho proposed evacuation of 
Tonquin. He also advocated the forma- 
tion of a colonial army. Clemenceau de- 
manded a revision of the Tientsin treaty, 
and reproached Ferry with implor- 
ing the Buppurt of Bismarck. An 
uproar ensued, during which Ferry 
amid hisses and cheers made a futile at- 
tempt to reply to Clemenceau. Tho lat- 
ter continued his speech and appealed to 
Frenchmen to decide whether it waa not 
thoir paramount duty to lighten the taxa- 
tion now in operation in Tonquin. Ho 
said Ferry had prevented reforms at home 
and endangered the very existence of the 
republic. De l'reyciuet, minister of foreign 
affairs, declared that it was impossible for 
France to evacuate Tonquin. "We aro 
masters in Tonquin," he continued, "and 
the country will bo completely pacified by 
next April. Tho protectorate over Tonquin 
will be equally as successful as the protec- 
torate over Tunis, ami the adoption of the 
Tonquin credit vote will have a wider bear- 
ing than the occupation of Touquin." 

As it will decide the question whether 
or not France shall have a foreign policy 
Europo is awaiting the issue. Do Frey- 
cinet's speech was loudly cheered. Ferry 
referring to Clemonceau's statement that 
the ex premier had implored Bismarck's 
aid, detied Clemenceau to prove his charge. 
Tho latter thereupon road a dispatch from 
Huron De Courcey, French ambassador, 
to Germany and addressed to Ferry. It 
stated Bismarck had offered to mediate 
between France and China, and Ferry's 
reply to the baron in which he said ho 
valued most highly the offer of the Ger- 
man chancellor. The reading of ■ these 
dispatches caused the greatest excitement. 
Ferry waa hooted and tried to rush to tho 
tribunal, but his friends provonted him 
doing no. The result of division in the 
Tonquin credit was tho occasion of a tre- 
mendous uproar. Volleys of questions 
were addressed to the chair, but were un- 
answered. The chamber then adjourned 
until the 29th instant. 

Rome, Dec. 24. — Tho pope gave a 
Christmas reception to-day to the cardi- 
nals in Rome. He complained of tho 
present trying position of the pope in 
Rome, and said it would over bo so until 
Rome was given back to tho Vatican. 
His Ho.inos.", in an oncycli cal let er, pro- 
claims 188G a year of jubleo. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 

Six Boilers Burst al Spring: .Val- 
ley Water )Vorks. 



COLORADO. 
Dknvkr, Dec 24. — A Springer, X. if., 
special says: Six masked men rode into 
Springer last night, captured the jailer, 
took the keys from him, broke into a cell, 
took out Theodore Baker, charged with 
murdering Frank Uuruhe, a wealthy ranch- 
man, with whoso wife Raker was supposed 
to be criminally connected, and hung him 
to a telegraph post near the jail. The jailer 
meantime escaped and gave tho alarm. The 
citizens, after a brief skirmish drove off the 
mob and cut linker down just in time to 
save his life. Springer is the place where 
tho mob attacked the officers of the jail last 
March, in which tight four outlaws were 
killed. Great indignation was expressed by 
law abiding citizens last night over the mu- 
rage, as they are endeavoring to rid the 
country of the mob element largely pre- 
dominating for several years past. 



Systematic lufutilicitle. 

Paris, Doc. 1(1. — A trial has just been 
concluded at Cbarteres, the capital of tho 
department of Eure-et-Loire, which caused 
intense excitement and indignation. A 
widow named Duteil had a very elderly 
lover in the person of Romeo Riviere, a 
dancing master and musical director of tin- 
local band, and these two ware put on trial 
charged with having killed live infants. 
The discovery of four tiny skeletons in the 
Chateaudun drains led to the arrest of the 
widow, and the finding of a fifth under the 
hearth in her bedroom continued the sus- 
picion of her guilt. Throughout the trial the 
woman was repulsively stony hearted. She 
admitted the charge, but denounced Riviera 
as an accomplice in four of the murders. 
When asked by the president ho.v the in- 
fants were killed, Duteil replied, exhibiting 
as little feeling as though she were describ- 
ing the wringing of a fowl's neck, that 
when her confinement was near she used to 
inform her lover, mid when the child was 
bom ho took it outside and crushed its head 
between his hands. Tho fifth child she 
killed herself in tho same way. Riviere in- 
dignantly denied the widow's story, but tho 
jury, after two hours' deliberation, found 
him guilty of ono of the infanticides, and 
the ■widow guilty of all five. Riviere was 
sentenced to three years' imprisonment, 
while his mistress was condemned to hard 
labor for life.

— This afternoon 
thyj bursting of one of the boilers at tho 
Spring Valley water works of this city, situ- 
ated on tho shore of Duke Merced, a short 
distance' from here, caused the other live 
boilers to explode. The building was com- 
pletely demolished. John Ryan, coal pass- 
er, and Peter Duffy, fireman, were instantly 
killed. Geo. Hunt, coal passer, was dan- 
gerously injured. Tho damage is Slot), ()()(). 
The engine is low pressure. No cause is 
known for tho explosion. 

ARIZONA. 
PbKSCOTT, Dec. 24. — In view of tlio 
fears ontortained that an attack will bo 
made on peaceful Indians within Sail 
Carlos reservation by pooplo of Arizona, 
Governor Patrick to-day issued a pro- 
clamation in which he says: "It is with 
regrot I feel called upon to notico tho 
olhoiul inflammatory appoals made to the 
people of this territory on our Indian 
difficulties ." Ho earnestly requests all 
citizons to refrain from such an unlaw- 
ful attack, as it would only aggravate 
the present troubles. Ho concludes: "I 
warn all evil-disposed persons that the 
powers of tho federal government will 
be evoked to preaorvo the rights of -all 
porsons within her borders."

CHURCH DECORATIONS. 

Beautifying the Churches for 
Chris ( Was. 

The old time and honored practice of 
decorating the churches for Christinas 
day has been paid special attkutiou in the 
Episcopal churches this year; 

CHRIST C1IORCH CATHEDRAL 
is lovely with its Christmas dres3 of ever- 
greens, holly, ivy, red berries and frost- 
ing. Tho chancel entrance is triple 
arched with p.-ergreens and berries. Over 
tho arch is the motto, "Unto you is born 
a Saviour, which is Christ 'he Lord." 
The choir rails, ronding desks and walls 
aro tastefully trimmed. In contro of the 
communion table is a lovely cross, with 
boqueis of flowers on either sido. The 
pulpit has rod ground trimmed with 
cedar, holly and ivy leaves, frosted. The 
church columns are circled with ever- 
greens, while tho window sills aro beds of 
mosses, with whito raised texts. Tho 
font has a base of frosted moss, and is 
trimmed with red berries, holly, ivy and 
cedar, with arching top, very prettily ar- 
ranged. Tho decorations are excellent 
and in harmony with the general appear- 
ance of the church, 

st. john's church. 
Though tho members of this church 
havo always excelled in their otfurta at 
Christmas decoration, this year they havo 
surpassed any previous. The rear wall of 
the chancel is in white, Gothic arched in 
overgreens and holly berries, tho centro 
piece being a Greek cross with holly 
wreath. The chancel, aide walls and choir 
tleBks are similarly trimmed. The pulpit 
baso is of holly and evergreens, with 
crimson panels, white designs of crossos 
and wreaths, all frosted and glisten- 
ing in the light. The two desks 
are prettily trimmed with cedar of 
Lebanon, Scotch pine, spruce and 
holly, with crimson ground and frosted. 
A number of crimson Bhiolda aro painted 
with beautiful designs in oil, with various 
mottos. These were presented to tho 
church by Mis3 Woods and Measra. Jonns, 
F. O'Reilly and It. iUcLure, and are artistic 
and effective. The church sides and cob 
umna are festooned with evergreens, tho 
entrance porch also with the same and 
holly berries. The font is lovely with its 
dress of holly, cedar, und arching top, the 
base and shaft frosted. Banners with va- 
vious designs aro suspended from tho raft- 
ers, whilo tho gas chandeliers aro also 
trimmed. Tho whole of the decorations 
are in harmony > and also with the design of 
the church. The work was superintended 
by Mrs. Percival Jenns, and is very com- 
plimentary to her artistic taste, 
sr. james' church 
has been prettily decorated this year. Tho 
rear chancel wall ii in arched evergreens 
and berries, with two lovely painted ban- 
ners on either sideof communion table. The 
choir rails, reading and preaching desks 
aro each lovely with evergreen base, holly 
berries and ivy, Festoons of evergreens 
hang from the ceiling, and evergreens and 
holly berries run along tlio top of waina- 
cottsagj -the- ffizti<>^ recesses being beds 
of mosses with white lettered texts. 
Shields with crimson ground and raised 
white designs aro at tho foot of ceiling 
arches. The font is prettily covered with 
evergreen designs, bed of muss and cross 
of rnses on top. The chandeliers are also 
prottily covered with holly, ivy and cedar. 
The decorations are chaste and reflect 
credit on the good tasto of the ladies and 
gentlemen who had fclio work in hand. 
REFORMED EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
The above church has been well looked 
after by the ladies, and presents a beau 
tiful appoarauco. The windows are 
adorned with tho usual effusion of ever- 
greens, the rocosses being filled with 
moss, vines and flowers. The pulpit is 
hung with crimson velvet, which in 
places is covered with holly, vines and 
evergreens. A beautiful ivory cross is to 
be seen in the centre of tho choir rails 
with the other decorations of the church. 
Upon approaching tho chancel one is 
struck by the magnificent sight. A large 
arch, consisting of three Gothic arches is 
hung from the ceiling, and although very 
frail, has the appoarauco of a massive 
structure, The design is very pleasing to 
thooyo, being an entirely new one. Mr. 
Goo. Hargreaves, who drew the design, 
deserves great credit for the manner in 
which he has had it constructed. The 
altar and choir rails aro also tastefully 
beautified; the reading desk is a lovely 
profusion of evergreens, , ivy and berries, 
"frosted, a very pretty piece of work. 

«t, Andrew's r, c. cathedral. 
There has been no attempt at interior dec- 
oration of the church, but tho altars are 
ablaze with hundreds ot oandles, flowers, 
and a variety of evergreen and other orna- 
mentation, presenting a very attractive 
appearance. • His grace Archbishop Seghers 
brought from Leipsic, Germany, a complete 
representation of tho story of tho birth ot 
Jesus. The framework is composed of dark 
stained material resembling roughly "hewed 
saplings, while the roof is et straw, rocks 
and other articles lying around. The front 
wall of the stable is open, the rear being a 
background painting of Bethlehem. Tho 
floor has been covered -with masses. In the 
centro is the holy mother and child with 
Joseph, on either side being three shepherds 
nud three kings of the Orient. On the roof 
ore three figures of angelsin attitude chant- 
ing "Glory to God in the Highest." Tho 
design is strikingly realistic of the event of 
which it is a representation. H'gh mass 
van celebrated at mjdniglit, the musical 
service being very hue, while his grace de- 
livered an impressive address.

Whilo evidences abound on every hand 
that parents have provided an abundance of 
the good things of Christmas for their chil- 
dren, it is gratifying to know that the lone- 
ly orphan is not forgotten but that thought- 
ful people have made ample donations of 
staples and luxuries, toys, etc,, for tho 
gratification of those children whoso lot it 
has boon to depend upon the charity (that 
greatest of all graces) of others. 

At the Protestant Orphans' Home, the 
rooms . are dressed with evergreens and 
flowers, the dining hall being most espo- 
cinlly protty.

The prisoners at the police barracks 
will not Buffer the loss of a nice Christmas 
dinner, though incarcorated. They at all 
times aro well fed, but to-day will live on 
the best of the land. 

Tho benevolent sooioty and private in- 
dividvals havo in an unostentatious way ar- 
ranged for a good dinner for those who 
aro unable to provide one for themselves. 
There happily are very few in our fair 
city, but it is satisfactory that not one 
who is without, to day will bo furnished 
the moans of spending a moderately joy- 
ous Christinas.

Trial of the "HI i no la in*." 

London, Deo. 1G. — A remarkable trial 
for criminal assault has just been con- 
cluded at Warwick, The defendant was 
James Owens, an aged and wealthy resi- 
dent of Birmingham, who is supposed to 
have been tho original "Minotaur" of 
the Pall Mall Gazette revelations. Ho 
waB arrostod last October for decoying 
Miss Fanny Chapman, aged 25 years, from 
Essex on the pretence that he required a 
governess. Having got her to Birming- 
ham, he kept hor imprisoned in a lonely 
house for months and repeatedly assaulted 
her. Tho details of his treatment of his 
victim are indescribably revolting. Owons 
was tried at the lust Warwick assizes, but 
one of tho jurymen became ill during the 
trial, and \% was adjourned. The trial 
was resinned last Monday. The evidence 
proved that the prisoner was a debauchee; 
that his victims included his own niece, 
and that his houao was filled with obscene 
books, pictures and statuottes, Tho trial 
was finished to-night and resulted in tho 
acquittal of Owens, the jury having ac- 
cepted his lawyer's argument tha'. Miss 
Chapman had consented to the suduotion 
and the subsequent assaults. During tho 
judge's summing up of the case, ono of 
the jurymen was seized with an epileptic 
fit and fainted three times. The people 
of Warwick and Birmingham are indig- 
nant at the escape of Owons from punish- 
ment which he manifestly deserves.

Litigation Over Trifles. 

(Ottawa Journal.) 

When two men have a disagreement on 
tho atreet and proceed to fight it out in 
public, if there ia not a policeman at hand 
to arrest them there are always philan- 
thropic cituons. ready to aoparate them. 
Even two dog3 &re not allowed to worry 
each othor to death. But when two men 
Ko to law over a trifle, judges, lawyers 
and jurors form a riiTg to allow them to 
tight to a finish— to litigate till one or the 
othor (often both) is ruined. 

Wo have had two instances of the kind 
in our county court during the pa3t week: 
Houston vs. McLaren, to whioh we have 
already callod attention, and Lanetin vs. 
Uruyere. The latter occupied the time 
of the court on Friday and Saturday and 
was not finished when the court rose near 
midnight. The plaintiff, whose feneea 
were dostroyed and crops injured by firo, 
alleged to have been sot out by tho de- 
fendant, would have settled his claim for 
fifty dollars at the outset. A refusal to 
settle led to a lawsuit a year ago. Then 
there was a now trial granted, and the 
whole story has been repeated to a second 
jury, at great coat to the publioandto this 
complete ruin of tho litigants. Both will 
lose their farms. 

The plaintiff is a man who haa passed 
middle age, and to him a defoat, even a 
victory, mdans poverty to the end of his 
days. In the name of humanity, let us 
have somo means of stopping this disas- 
trous litigation over trifles. Wo protect 
our cripples and look after our lunatics, 
have wo no feeling of pity for tho man 
whose unhealthy craving for tho bxcito- 
mont of law often brings ruin and misery 
not only upon himself, but also to holp- 
less women««nd innocent children I
